Ely Cinema will go 
digital this summer

A CAMPAIGN to bring Ely 
Cinema into the 21st century 
has been a success - thanks 
to the help of a local busi¬ 
nessman. 

Local charity Arts 
Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) 
launched its ‘Going Digital’ 
fundraising campaign in 
January and has now got the 
£42,000 needed to buy and 
install digital projection 
equipment. 

It is the news film fans from 
across the district have been 
waiting for and the commu¬ 
nity cinema, based at The 
Maltings, will be switching 
over to digital in July - around 
seven months ahead of sched¬ 
ule. 

Caroline Cawley, marketing 
manager at ADeC, said: “It’s 
great news for us and will help 
secure the cinema’s long term 
future. 

“With the new high defini¬ 
tion projector and sound kit, 
our customers should cer¬ 
tainly notice a difference. 

“It will also allow us to 
screen more live and alterna¬ 
tive content as well as archive 
and local films.” 


The charity managed to 
raise £11,000 towards the cost 
and a grant of £15,400 has 
been awarded from the Fens 
Adventurers Fund. 

Now Ely businessman Peter 
Dawe, who has founded over 
70 businesses and organisa¬ 
tions in and around 
Cambridgeshire, has stepped 
forward to loan ADeC the 
remaining funds. 

Mrs Cawley said: “We are 
very grateful to the Fens 
Adventurers Fund and to 
Peter for their investment in 
our project. 


“Peter’s offer and the Fens 
Adventurers’ funding means 
we are going digital well 
ahead of schedule. 

“The cinema will be closed 
for a few weeks at the begin¬ 
ning of July while we upgrade 
our old 35mm projector and 
sound kit. 

“We’ll be offering some free 
test screenings while we make 
sure everything is working 
before our official launch and 
in the meantime we’ll be run¬ 
ning screenings up until July.” 

The success of the campaign 
will be welcomed by film lov¬ 


ers from across the region. 
Because ADeC currently does 
not have the equipment to 
screen the latest movies at the 
cinema, the majority of peo¬ 
ple are forced to travel to

nearby Huntingdon or 
Cambridge. 

There have been talks about 
a large multiplex cinema 
moving into Ely for some time 
and earlier this year East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council announced it was in 
“detailed talks” with a nation¬ 
al developer, which hoped to 
formally submit plans later 
this year. 

Land at the junction of 
Downham Road/AlO has 
been identified as the most 
suitable site for the new cine¬ 
ma, if and when the plans 
progress. 

The council was not able to 
say whether the success of 
ADeC’s Going Digital cam¬ 
paign would affect the plans 
in any way. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mr 
Dawe said: “Contrary to pop¬ 
ular myth, entrepreneurship 
is about minimising risk, not 
taking risk. 

“By lending the balance of 
the cost of the digital projec¬ 
tor, it means ADeC will be 
able to raise income through 
being able to offer films soon¬ 
er after release and to have 
better access to advertising 
revenues, thus being able to 
repay the loan.”

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New Soham 
supermarket 
expected to 
be refused 

CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a new supermarket 
in Soham were expected 
to be refused yesterday. 

It was in 2011 that 
major firm Harrier 
Developments Ltd 
submitted plans to build 
a 41,000 square-foot 
supermarket on land at 
The Shade. The 
proposals also include a 
new public house/ 
restaurant and a petrol 
filling station. 

The scheme has been at 
the centre of controversy 
ever since it was 
submitted. While some 
people say Soham is 
desperate for a large out- 
of-town supermarket, 
others insist another 
supermarket will harm 
the town’s “already 
suffering” High Street. 

Yesterday East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning 
committee was being 
recommended to refuse 
the development. 

Planning officer Sue 
Finlayson said the 
supermarket “threatens 
town centre vitality” and 
“contravenes local and 
national retail policy”. 
She said the plans 
attracted 665 comments 
in support and 51 letters 
of objection.

‘Dismay’ as councillors say yes to Cambridge 
University’s plans for a boathouse in Ely

CONTENTIOUS plans to build a 
new boathouse in Ely have been 
given the green light - much to 
the “dismay” of conservation 
groups. 

Cambridge University’s pro¬ 
posals to build the new boat¬ 
house at Fore Mill Wash, which 
lies in between two of Ely’s Sites 
of Specific Scientific Interest 
(SSSIs), were approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
last week. 

However, ah conditions will 
have to be rubber-stamped by 
Giles Hughes, head of planning 
at the council, plus the appli¬ 
cants must carry out further eco¬ 
logical surveys in order for a 
‘wildlife mitigation and 
enhancement plan’ to be drawn 
up. 

The plans have been one of the 
most contentious set of propos¬ 
als the council has ever received, 
mainly over the feared impact it 
could have on wildlife. 

The committee’s decision 
means Cambridge University 
Boat Club (CUBC), Cambridge 
University Women’s Boat Club 
and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club will be 
able to build the new boathouse, 
which will provide all three clubs 
with a base to train. 


Martin Baker, the Wildlife 
Trust conservation manager for 
Cambridgeshire, said: “We are 
dismayed that the application 
was approved. This piece of land 
lies adjacent to a SSSI and is 
inside a county wildlife site. 

“Planners did however take the 
step of amending their recom¬ 
mendation to stipulate that 
negotiations must take place 
between CUBC and the Wildlife 
Trust and Natural England to 
limit damage to wildlife. They 
were also required to undertake 
further ecological surveys to 
inform the design of a wildlife 
mitigation and enhancement 
plan.” 

A spokeswoman for Ely 
Wildspace said: “We will be 
studying in detail the planning 
committee’s decision on the new 
boathouse.

“In the short term we hope that 
efforts will be made by the local 
authority to amend the plans 
and reduce the damage this 
development will do. 

“Local people have voiced 
legitimate concerns about the 
building of this private sports 
club in such a sensitive spot. 
They will be watching closely to 
see that their councillors, and 
planning officers, do their duty.” 

The plans were approved with 
eight votes against three. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who covers Ely 
North ward, said: “The River 
Great Ouse is one of the greatest 
rowing rivers in the area, if not 
the country and we have been 
rowing on it for years. My con¬ 
cern here is that a new boat¬ 
house, which inevitably needs to 
come to Ely as it is the only 
stretch of river where there is 
enough straight for rowers, is 
going to have an impact wherev¬ 
er it is built.”

Bonfire was the cause of devastating inferno 


A MASSIVE blaze which has left 
a couple homeless was caused by 
a bonfire. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (CFRS) has con¬ 
firmed that the cause of the dev¬ 
astating blaze at a bungalow in 
Straight Drove, Coveney, was 
due to a bonfire at the property 
which became out of control. 

As previously reported, the 


inferno broke out last Tuesday 
night and saw the entire proper¬ 
ty, a workshop, several outbuild¬ 
ings and cars all destroyed. 

Its owners, Mr and Mrs T 
Burrows, have been too dis¬ 
traught to speak to the Weekly 
News but speaking at the scene 
the morning after, their son said:

Mr Burrows is a boat manufac¬ 
turer and repairer by trade and 
carried out the majority of his 
work at home. CFRS has con¬ 
firmed the fire was caused by a 
bonfire at the property which 
became “out of control”.

Great mills throw open their doors 


WINDMILLS and watermills 
threw their doors open to the 
public at the weekend. 

It was National Mills Weekend 
and to celebrate, The East 
Anglian Mills Society (TEAMS) 
arranged for mills across the 
region to host open days and 
tours, enabling people to find 
out more about their local mill¬ 


ing heritage. Among the mills 
which took part were the Great 
Mill in Haddenham, Northfield 
Windmill in Soham, Downfield 
Mill in Soham and Wicken 
Smock Mill. 

A spokesman for TEAMS said:

“The aim is to encourage peo¬ 
ple to explore our milling herit¬ 
age by visiting wind and water¬ 
mills and taking part in special 
events. More than 300 mills 
across the country were open, 
including many which do not 
normally have public access.” 


Cycling ban plea 
for Ely Riverside 


CALLS are being made for all 
cyclists to be banned from bik¬ 
ing along the riverfront in Ely. 

City councillors say anti-social 
cycling in the Riverside and 
Waterside area is making it “too 
dangerous for pedestrians”. 

Anti-social cycling has been an 
issue, particularly in the area 
near The Cutter Inn, for some 
time. 

Police say they have been 
clamping down on rule-break¬ 
ing bike users since last autumn 
after concerns were raised by 
residents at a neighbourhood 
panel meeting, and that the 
“vast majority of cyclists are not 
committing offences”. 

But now the City of Ely Council 
wants all cyclists to be banned 
from cycling alongside the River 
Great Ouse - and for a code of 
practice to be drawn up. 

A statement in city council 
minutes said: “The majority of

members felt that it was not 
appropriate to cycle along the 
riverfront as in some parts it is 
quite narrow, especially near 
The Cutter, and it makes it dan¬ 
gerous for pedestrians. 

“It was agreed that cyclists 
should be prohibited from

which sets protocols to ensure 
safe use of the waterways, which 
would also include cyclists.” 

The calls have been welcomed 
by mum-of-two Felicity 
Bowman, of nearby Victoria 
Street.

“They dodge in and out of 
pedestrians using the path and 
it’s so dangerous.

Nightclub and pub revellers in Ely beware 


PUBS in Cambridge and Ely are 
joining forces for the second 
year running to help drive down 
alcohol-fuelled violence in the 
two cities. 

Cambridge Nightsafe and 
Pubwatch in Ely have announced 
they are teaming up again this 
year to help make the cities safer 
for revellers on a night out. 

The groups share a banned list 


of troublemakers under Cambac 
(Cambridge Business Against 
Crime) and information on 
booze-fuelled disorder. They can 
track and target groups who may 
pose a danger in the cities and 
are in constant contact with 
officers from Cambridgeshire 
police who are available to arrest 
or remove offenders. 

Cambac, which is managed by 


former publican Vicky Hornsby, 
has a ‘Facebook of crime’ with 
web pages similar to those on 
the social networking site. 

But instead of 'friends’, it has 
profiles of individuals who have 
been banned from bars and 
shops in the city. The rogues’ 
gallery feature a person’s details 
and relationships and can be 
seen by Cambridgeshire Police.

Delight as author Pam is made an MBE

ELY historian and author 
Pam Blakeman is beaming 
after being made an MBE.

Mr Fairchild, 75, has lived 
in Haddenham all his life, 
and has been a Haddenham 
parish councillor for 49 
years, and chairman of the 
village’s Arkenstall Centre 
committee since 1970. 

He is also greatly involved 
with the Cambridgeshire 
Federation of Young 
Farmers’ Clubs, is a friend 
of Haddenham Library and 
is involved with many 
charities. 


Maybe there was another 
cause of poor cat’s death? 

I’VE just read Debra Fox’s story on the front 
page of this week’s Ely Weekly News: ‘Heartbreak 
as family’s cats die after poisoning’ and I’m 
writing as I had a similar experience last 
November. 

We live in Littleport and one afternoon one of 
our cats meowed to be let outdoors. Within ten 
minutes he was whining to come back indoors. 
I opened the front door and he dragged himself 
in and upstairs and was panting heavily. 

This was all so sudden and totally 
unexpected. We rushed him to the vet in Ely 
and he was in a terrible state without any 
movement in his hind quarters and sweating 
profusely. 

He was scared, as were we, it was all so 
sudden. He was about 12 years old, yet our 
other surviving cat who rarely ventures 
outdoors is 21. 

My first instinct was to ask the vet whether 
he could have been poisoned. Even though it 
was unlikely as he’d hardly left the front 
doorstep. The vet asked whether he’d been 
coughing at all, and if so for how long. I replied 
that yes he had been coughing occasionally 
over the past year. But we thought it’d been 
due to fur balls or something along those lines. 

The vet told us that he’d suffered a blood clot. 
We were given the option of handing him over 
to an animal hospital for treatment without 
any guarantee of his survival, or to have him 
put down. 

He was suffering a great deal as well as being 
deeply distressed. So I chose to have him put 
down. It was heartbreaking and still haunts 
me to this day. But he hadn’t been poisoned, he 
couldn’t have been. 

I just thought I’d share my experience as he’d 
displayed the same symptoms of dragging 
himself as one of the family’s cats’ reported in 
the article. I couldn’t explain the simultaneous 
loss of two cats, other than it being quite 
possible that when two beings are very close, 
then it’s not unusual for one to quickly follow 
the other in death. 

I feel for this family and hope that a wicked 
poisoning of their pets wasn’t the case for 
them, and isn’t for others in Ely at any time in 
the past or in future.

Boathouse decision should 
have been postponed 

HAVING attended East Cambs Council, last 
Thursday, for the hearing of the Cambridge 
University Boat House (CUBH) application, I 
feel I should express some concerns. 

Firstly, some councillors showed little respect 
for the representatives from the statutory 
bodies by not addressing them by their correct 
titles. I question if these councillors have any 
respect for the people of Ely as a whole, whom 
they represent. 

Secondly, it appeared some councillors were 
not interested in hearing submissions from the 
floor because, from their demeanour, it 
seemed they had already decided how they 
would vote. 

I think the opportunity to delay this 
application, as suggested by a few councillors, 


would have been a chance for Ely to take stock 
of what benefit the CUBH would actually bring 
to the city, and give time for negotiation with 
the university for what they are prepared to do 
for Ely Rowing Club. This decision highlights 
once again how East Cambs Council gets 
things wrong especially in light of the fact that 
The Makings restaurant fiasco is ongoing and 
a lovely facility is still closed when it should be 
available for everyone to use. 

I should add that whilst waiting in the foyer 
of the council offices, there were a number of 
older people, some age 70 plus, who had to 
stand for an hour or so as the available seats 
were mostly taken by the fit young university 
rowers who were there. I did not see one young 
person offer a seat to any of the older people. 
Perhaps the rowers spend so much time sitting 
in boats that they can’t stand, but if this is the 
lack of respect that they show on dry land 
goodness knows what will happen to anyone 
who gets in their way on the river. 

Finally, can any councillor tell me if there is 
going to be a guide figure produced on the 
financial benefit that the CUBH has brought to 
Ely at the end of the first year of them being in 
operation in Ely?”

“This all happened on the forecourt 
in broad daylight. It went on for around 
10 minutes. There was blood every¬ 
where and the man was in a hell of a 
state. 

“The police arrived quite quickly but 
the two men left before they arrived 
and just left the man.” Police say the 


man was treated in hospital and that 
he has since been released.

Staff ‘unhappy 
and overworked’ 


STAFF at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council feel unhappy 
and overworked - forcing the 
authority to draw up an action 
plan to try and tackle employee 
blues. 

The council is having to create 
a Staff Survey Action Plan after 
an in-house survey revealed sig¬ 
nificant poor morale.

An extra six months in 
jail for prolific burglar 


A TEENAGER who was already behind 
bars for burglary will have to spend 
more time in jail after admitting 13 
more offences in the Ely area. 

Clinton Samuel, 19, who has 21 con¬ 
victions for 44 previous offences, was 
sentenced to two years in a young 
offenders’ institution in January for 
burglary and related charges at a 
home in Dovehouse Close, Ely. 

The Essex criminal, who has 12 ali¬ 
ases, admitted another charge of bur¬ 
glary at Cambridge Crown Court and 
asked for 12 other offences, including 
10 attempted burglaries, to be taken 
into consideration. 


They all took place between August 
11-13 last year in the Ely, Soham, 
Haddenham and Littleport area. 

The sample charge involved the bur¬ 
glary of a home in The Chase, Ely, in 
which a retired couple were confront¬ 
ed by two men at their home over¬ 
night on August 11. 

Samuel, who insisted he was only a 
lookout, and his co-burglar, who has 
not been identified, got away with a 
handbag with contents worth £63. 

Judge Anthony Bate said it was 
clear Samuel, of Dagenham, was 
“part of a gang” and sentenced him 
to an extra six months in prison. 


‘Good news’ 
as hospital 
ward reopens 


A WARD at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital has finally been re-opened - 
around five months after it was closed. 

The hospital’s Welney Ward, a special¬ 
ist care of the elderly ward, was shut 
down in January this year due to “sig¬ 
nificant staffing issues”. 

Cambridgeshire Community Services 
NHS Trust, which runs the 21-bed ward, 
was forced to move all the patients else¬ 
where - a decision which sparked fears 
among locals that the ward could have 
closed permanently. 

But last Thursday health chiefs, exist¬ 
ing staff and new staff gathered there 
for a special re-opening ceremony and 
to see what work had been carried out 
since the closure. 

Not only have two new leadership staff 
been appointed but there are also five 
new nurses, meaning there is now a 
team of more than 40 staff. 

The ward has also been re-decorated, 
the floor in the ward and the day room 
has been replaced, air conditioning has 
been installed in the day room plus a 
modern call bell system has been fitted. 

The first patients were admitted onto 
the ward on Monday. 

Tracey Cooper, community manager 
for Ely and the Fens at Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust, said: 
“Patient safety is the trust’s top priority 
so we took the difficult decision to tem¬ 
porarily close the ward after experienc¬ 
ing significant staffing issues.

“The re-opening of the ward follows a 
highly successful recruitment cam¬ 
paign, where we’ve recruited to two 
leadership roles and five registered 
nurses, to add to the 40 plus strong 
existing team.” 

The trust says that patients were re¬ 
located to residential and nursing facili¬ 
ties, depending on their needs, during 
the closure, and that in some cases, 
staff also transferred with them to 
“ensure continuity of care”. 

Mrs Cooper said: “We’ve worked 
closely with the new local commission¬ 
ing group to re-open the ward and I’d 
like to thank them for their support. 

“The re-opening of the ward is good 
news for staff, but more importantly is 
good news for local people 

“Welney Ward is a key element of our 
services for older people and I’m sure 
will continue to provide high quality 
services for people in and around Ely 
long into the future.”

Inheritance Tax has not received 
much press during the tenure of 
George Osborne - good or bad - 
but it remains high on the 
agenda of most of my clients.

Plans to expand 
company’s HQ 

A MAJOR building firm’s 
headquarters could be expanded to 
make way for more office space.

ONE of Ely’s most historic 
pubs has been given the 
green light to extend. 

Bosses at Greene King 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to extend The Prince 
Albert, in Silver Street, in 
January. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee approved the pro¬ 
posals last Thursday, despite 
concerns from residents. 

The decision means Greene 
King can now build an exten¬ 
sion at the rear of the tradi¬ 
tional pub to form a new 
40-seat restaurant, a new 
food preparation kitchen and 
install a new kitchen extrac¬ 
tion system. 

Nearby residents, in partic¬ 
ular those living in The 
Range, whose properties 
back onto the rear of the pub, 
were in uproar over the pro¬ 
posals. 

Jonathan Rogers, of The 
Range, spoke on behalf of the 
objectors at the meeting. He 
said: “We feel this extension

is a significant overdevelop¬ 
ment of the site. What is pro¬ 
posed is a massive building 
very close to our homes. 

“We’re worried it is going to 
produce extra noise, extra 
pollution and general loss of 
amenity. 

“A 40-seat restaurant is a 
very large building to have so 
close to people’s homes.” 

District and county coun¬ 
cillors Bill Hunt and Anna 
Bailey, who own a property 
in The Range, were also 
against the plans and were 
among the eight objectors 
who sent letters to the coun¬ 
cil. 

However, Greene King 
argued that the extension 
was “desperately needed” in 
order to “secure the future 
viability” of the pub. 

The firm said the scheme 
would also enable the drink¬ 
ing hole to cater better for the 
disabled and that it would 
create around eight newjobs.

THE internationally acclaimed 
Moscow State Symphony Orchestra 
visits Cambridge Corn Exchange 
tomorrow (Friday) for the final 
concert in this year's hugely 
successful Cambridge News- 
backed Classical Concert Series, 
writes Andrew Burton . 

All of the performers in the 
2012/13 series have played to 
packed houses and the Moscow 
State Symphony Orchestra show 
no sign of bucking this trend. 

The evening opens with excerpts 
from Rimsky-Korsakov's exotic 
Tsar Sultan Suite. Based on a 
poem by Pushkin, it takes us on 
a fantastical journey into the 
fairytale world the composer 
returned to again and again 
- think of his famous Flight of 
the Bumblebee in which Prince 
Guidon is magically transformed 
into a bumblebee so he can fly 
back to his father the Tsar, which 


must rank among the most 
memorable and best loved pieces 
of classical music ever written. 

One of the most accomplished 
pianists to emerge from Russia 
in recent years, soloist Tatiana 
Kolesova, pictured left, gives 
a bravura performance of 
Tchaikovsky's magnificent Piano 
Concerto No 1. Born in Moscow 
in 1985 and a graduate of 
Moscow Conservatory, Tatiana 
soon became the laureate 
of major international piano 
competitions. She is also a 
laureate of the Russian President 
Prize (1997) and was awarded a 
scholarship of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour (France), so it 
is a rare privilege to hear an artist 
of such international standing 
perform. 

In the second half, the orchestra, 
under the assured conductorship 
of Pavel Kogan, brings 


Tcahikovsky's great Symphony No 
6 ('Pathetique') brilliantly to life. 
Regarded as the composer's swan 
song composition, the symphony 
ranges across a massive emotional 
landscape - from its slow, 
ominous opening to passages of 
turbulent passion at its climax. 

Cases of cholera were rife in 
St Petersburg in 1893 when 
Tchaikovsky conducted the 
premiere of Symphony No 6. 

Five days after conducting this 
concert, he made the fatal error 
of drinking a glass of unboiled 
water and died four days later at 
the height of his creative powers 
aged only 53.

The Great Gatsby 3D 
(I2A, 143 mins) 

IN 1992, visionary Australian 
theatre director Baz Luhrmann 
made a seamless transition 
to the big screen with his 
swoonsomely romantic fable, 
Strictly Ballroom , starring Paul 
Mercurio and Tara Morice. 

The feel-good debut, the 
first part of Luhrmann's so- 
called Red Curtain trilogy, 
garnered numerous awards 
including three Baftas. His 
imaginative version of Romeo 
+ Juliet with Leonardo 
DiCaprio and Claire Danes 
proved that Shakespeare 
can be sexy and relevant 
to modern audiences and 
then in 2002, his visually 
dazzling musical Moulin 
Rouge! snagged eight Oscar 
nominations including Best 
Picture and a Best Actress 


nod for Nicole Kidman. 
Unbelievably, Luhrmann was 
snubbed for Best Director, 
which inspired host Whoopi 
Goldberg to quip, "I guess 
Moulin Rouge! just directed 
itself." 

He reunited with Kidman 
for Australia, an overlong 
love story co-starring Hugh 
Jackman, and now he 
gravitates back to leading 
man DiCaprio for The Great 
Gatsby, his first foray into 
the fashionable 3D format 
which claims the honour of 
opening this year's Cannes 
Film Festival on May 15. 
Luhrmann is the first film¬ 
maker in almost 40 years to 
commit F Scott Fitzgerald's 
classic novel to the big screen, 
bringing his distinctive style 
and youthful energy to a story 
of smouldering passions in 


swinging 1920s New York. 
Mysterious millionaire war 
hero Jay Gatsby (DiCaprio) 
is famed for throwing the 
most lavish and decadent 
parties for the social elite. 
Everyone wants to be close 
to the dashing and moneyed 
man of mystery. Lowly 
stockbroker Nick Carraway 
(Tobey Maguire) is drawn into 
Gatsby's orbit thanks to his 
friendships with golfer Jordan 
Baker (Elizabeth Debicki), his 
cousin Daisy Buchanan (Carey 
Mulligan) and her husband 
Tom (Joel Edgerton). 

As Nick is granted admission 
to Gatsby's inner circle, he 
discovers heartbreak in the 
millionaire's murky history. 
Past and present collide and 
Nick bears witness to the 
poisoning of friendships by 
jealousy and forbidden desire.

SO, what are we going to learn from this year’s 
internationally-acclaimed horticultural show? 

While sustainability may be the watchword 
of this year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show, with 
emphasis on biodiversity, wild planting areas and 
inviting eco-systems, so many of the designs simply 
wouldn't be feasible in our own 
gardens. 

So, eminent designers 
ranging from Tom Stuart-Smith 
to Jekka McVicar are offering 
advice to gardeners based on 
their own experiences in a 
new centenary edition of Take 
Chelsea Home by Chris Young, 
which looks at how gardeners 
can adopt similar techniques to 
create beautiful spaces in their 
own residential plots. 

Here's a few tips from the 
award-winners: 

■ Organic herb grower Jekka McVicar, who has 
won 14 gold medals at Chelsea, 
on planting a summer salad crop 
container: "Salad rocket, dill and 
mustard are all great salad herbs 
that can be easily raised from seed 
and grown in a container. 

"The trick is to choose a planter 


large enough to grow a crop for cutting; an ideal 
size is 23cm (9in) wide by 18cm (7in) high, or 5 
litres/1 gallon, or larger. Fill with compost and 
water well, then sow the seeds and cover lightly 
with more compost. 

"Set the container in a sheltered warm spot that 
is shaded from the midday sun. 
Once you start cutting your 
salad, feed the plants every 
week with a balanced liquid 
fertiliser." 

■ Landscape designer Tom 
Stuart-Smith, 
who has 
eight Chelsea 
golds under 
his belt, 
on layered 
planting: 

"The idea 
behind layered 
garden is to repeat the ecological 
in complex plant communities. 

"In an oak woodland, for example, there are 
various different levels: an upper canopy, often a 
middle canopy of medium-sized trees and saplings; 
a shrub layer, a herb layer, and then bulbs and 
corms at the bottom. 

"By adapting this natural pattern to a garden,

it is possible to have different layers flowering 
at different times, usually with the lower layers 
flowering first." 

■ Professor Nigel Dunnett, three-time Silver-Gilt 
winner and designer of this year's Royal Bank of 
Canada Blue Water Roof Garden and one of the 
principal planting consultants for the London 
Olympic Park, on green roofs: "Garden sheds, 
porches, summerhouses, balconies, garages 
and small extensions all offer great potential for 
planting green roofs. 

"The most important consideration for such a 
roof is how much weight the chosen building will 
support. It must comfortably take the weight of a 


person if it is to be strong enough to have a green 
roof planted on it. 

"You can create a simple green roof by securing 
a pre-grown mat of sedums over a pond liner 
on the roof surface, but it is referable to plant 
individually into a generous layer of free-draining 
soil or potting compost on the roof. Many typical 
alpines such as dianthus and thyme are excellent 
for green roofs, as are low-growing species tulips."
